The Rockets do their maneuvers 
in a tight diamand formation at 
speeds in excess of 500 M. P. H. 
In order to stay in sight of spec- 
tators many times the team is only 
a few feet off the ground. and at 
no time do they, get higher than 
3,500 feet. 

The. speedy airplanes will not 
be able to land at Pahokee after _ 
their demonstration due to the - 
length of runways at the new air- 
port. The jets require a minimum 
of 6,000 feet to set down and the 
4,800 feet length of the Palm 
Beach County Glades Airport run- 
ways is too short for a landing.

disaster in the August hurricane. 
` Ralph J. Biank, Resources Board 
manager, told of the plan and 
Pointed.out that Hoover, „then 
President-elect, came to ‘the area 
after the disastrous 1928, hurri- 
cane. He helped formulate and car- 
ry out plans for the levee. 

Nô real test of the levee occur:
